auchor-ehains ffllin^ the sidewalk in 
front of a shipsmithing shop caused 
reporter to step within tho building 
and nsk how many pounds of iron 
vessel usually carries as a part of its 
outfit. 


"Many vessels," said (the proprietor 


tvhoso shoo is one of tho oldest in th< 
city, "carry as much as forty-eigh 
thousand pounds each. To alandsmai 
this naturally seems a pretty biff loa< 
in itself, but it forms an essential part 
of a ship's make^np. Of this thirty-six 
thousand pounds are usually in chains 
and twelve thousand pounds in an 
chors. The Henry B. Hyde, a large 
ship built in Maine, carries two anchors 
ono of -vhich weighs seven thousand 
pound:) and the other six tbousanc 
pounds. 
Every vessel, as well -as 


Eteamship, is obliged to carry five 
anchors, a spare one and two stream 
anchors besides the one in regular 
Our largest anchors weigh eight thou- 
sand pounds each, while we have them 
as light as twenty-five- pounds. 
Some 


of the largest chains are composed ol 
links the iron of which, is two and " 
half inches in diameter. 


"Yes, we only deal in second-hand 


materials, but we have fitted up some 
handsome vessels all tho same. 
The 


George W. Curtis, a new clipper ship 
of eighteen hundred tons, has our 
anchors, as also has the Albert G. 
Ropes, twenty-five hundred tons, and 
the Henry B.. Hyde. We make a spec- 
ialty of second-hand material of this 
kind because we Cud that (tier* is, a 
big demand for it. One .reason is that 
freights are low and ship-owners nro 
obliged to economize like other people, 
and 
another and 
more important 


one is that a «aptain prefers second- 
hand anchors and chains because they 
have been fully tosted. It. wouldn't do 
on ship-board to have- a defective rig- 
ging of this kind, and there is uo real 
way to test anchors except by use. 
Consequently wo lind it a rule that 
thoroughly tested second-hand anchor* 
and chuins Had a ready sale. 


"New 
Yorkers would open their 


eyes iu surprise were they to know to 
what extent the business has grown. 
Why, 
we alone have on hand at this 


time ono hundred tons ot one and one- 
quarter inch chains and between six 
iiindred ai>d seven hundred tons in 
mcliors, besides urns of other second- 
hand iron material ueod on ship-hoard. 
HIP stuff you sco in (here and out on 
the u';tlk, largo as it seems, does not 
comprise but a small part of the stock, 
'or over in Brooklyn we have a lot one 
liundred I'ectsqnarc tilled with it. 


"Do insurance mon have anything to 


to wilh a ship's outfit? I should say 
Jiey did. 
Why, no anchor can be put 


ibourd ships nowadays unless it suits 
ho requirements of the inspector of in- 
itirance. 
They are very particular 


about this, and a ship or steamer must: 


avd just so many shots of chain and 
ist so many anchors, of weight, and 
i/.u to compare with tho size of tho 
vessel, or things won't go. A number 
of vessels have lately taken to the use of 
a patent anchor which tho insurance 
companies allow. 
This is one-third 


tha 
weight 
of 
the 
ordinary 


anchor, und has more power, for 
the ^rown is movable, bc'in<£ .on. a 
snivel. The reason an anchor s chain 
s always in sections of ninety feet .is 
o enable thc'captain to know just bow 
much of it hehas^castout." — ff.

drug stores and barber shops) keep open 
his place of business or pursue his daily 
labor or avocation; shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than $10 nor more than 
3100 for each offense), without attempting 
to arrest the violators of this law, who 
are equally guilty with violations of Sec. 
9 or any other section of the code.

FARM ANIMALS. 


Ihe Critical Perloa Which Overtakes tb« 


Beiuitj on the Farm. 
' As the weather'of early spring under 
goes that change called "softening1' it 
should not bo forgotten that a like 
change overtakes the farm beast. ID 
fact, mon feel the same change creep- 
ing over them, and are made aware ol 
great tendency to chilliness, not be- 
cause the weather is colder, for the 
mercury in the tube shows a highei 
, 


temperature, but owing to a relaxed 
condition of the skin, and all the tis- 
sues beneath. 
The susceptibility to i 


"taking cold" is very great at such : 
times. 
The appetite weakens, and 


correspondingly all the vital forces are 
at a lower ebb than when the weather 
was cold and bracing. The winds and 
rains of early spring are particularly 
searching, and it is a very bad practice 
to relax efforts in the matter of care- 
takiag at this season of the year. 


Tho Jo-urnal has advocated giving 


plouty of light to the stock, but in no 
case would wo advise turning them out 
of a dark, dry stable into the wind, 
miu or dampness outside. Light and 
air are curative agencies. Communi- 
ties have gone wild over the benefits 
believed to have come of basking, in a 
nude state, under blue glass. But re- 
member, warmth and dryness were con- 
comitante. Animals that have had a 
dry bed or stall, under cover all winter, 
"take cold" very easily by lying upon 
damp ground when turned out in the 
early spring. 
A little observation will 


show that they frequently riso from 
their wet bed upon the ground, arching 
the spine and coughing:. In no case, 
except in a southern climate, should 
animals bo allowed to remain out to 
sleep upon the ground, having previ- 
ously been stabled, earlier than well 
into'Miw, or only when all the condi- 
tions nro favorable. Manv animals 
are, as it appears to a casual observer, 
afl'ected by a slight cough, though 
really in "these cases the bronchial 
tubes are so far implicated as to show 
structural lesion, upon a post mortem 
examination. Early spring exposures 
upon animals having these apparently 
slight affections of the air passages are 
very liable to lix incurable organic 
trouble upon the animuls'so* Stlectcd. 
•whereas due care in the spring, avoid- 
ing all influences that afl'cct the air 
passages unfavorably until the warm 
weather of the late spring and early 
summer is established, will, in many 
oxses, eradicate the cough before tho 
following winter sets in. 


A plan could hardly be devised that 


would waste food more rapidly than 
that which involves the exposure of 
farm animals to the early rains of 
spring. 
Ko man can pretend to esti- 


mate the amount of loss that will fol- 
low one thorough soaking to the hide 
in a cold April rainstorm. We could 
hardly eay less than it would require 
liberal feeding and care for two orthroe 
days to place the animal back in tho 
condition it was before such a soaking, 
especially if this was accompanied by 
the usual chill. 
There is a wonderful 


power in the body of animals for ad- 
aptation to the changes and vicissitudes 
of the weather. 
This holds good to 


quite a degree of animals in robust 
health, provided artificial methods have 
not boeu too thoroughly practiced upon 
th'em. 
Animals tnat are blanketed 


during tho winter are particularly sen- 
sitive to exposure, especially if this bo 
wet and cold combined. 
Horses or 


cHttlo that are blanketed aro insured 
shorter coats of hair and a moro re- 
laxed condition of -skin than those not 
no protected, and such stock can not, 
without great hazard, bo turned out 
carly^to take tho weather as it cornea.

disease,

prompt^action. It is preceded by n 
chill, from which it is diflieult some- 
times to restore the natural heat. This 
chill is followed by a high fever, in 
which the heart beats, rapidly. 


Chills may"comc from other causes 


than pneumonia, but unless sure of the 
cause and sure that it is not dangerous, 
it is safe to suspect a coming pneumo- 
nia, 
ami to send at once for a physi- 


cian. On no account attempt to man- 
ago the caso without one. The disease 
is too serious to warrant such an at- 
tempt. 
Until he arrived, do what you 


can to equalize the circulation and tem- 
perature.

It is a mistake to snp- 
poso that the Sahara desert is merely n 
useless sandy waste. Much of it lac!^ 
not so much cultivable land as indu»i 
trious hands to make tho vast expan^d 
of withered oases blossom again.

Mussulman sect known as the Senous- 
ians has for years been digging wells, 
irrigating the land, and turning many 
hundreds of barren acres into gardens. 
Twtmty-four years ago it planted its 
headquarters in the desert near tha 
western border of Egypt, built reser- 
voirs, began plantations, erected con- 
vents, and now a population of eight 
thousand people livo at Jarabub, where 
the soil has been restored to fertility by 
their labors.

man hunters live. Far northeast of 
them on the semi-arid steppes of Kor- 
dof:ui aud Darl'nr millions of sheep and 
camels exist on the scanty pasturage of 
that desert region. 


The earliest' Arctic explorers found 


in tlie little Spitsbergen archipelago-- 
where, it is believed, no human being 
had ever lived—herds of reindeer up- 
tiirning the snow with their hoofs aud 
noses to get at the lichens on which 
they foil. 
Many reindeer livo us far 


north as Littleton Inland, and several 
scores of them were killed by the Hayes 
and Polaris expeditions. Musk oxen, 
or thuir traces, have been found along 
the shoves of the great froncn sea as 
far north as explorers have attained. 
Lockwood, far north of the supposed 
limits of animal lifo. found traces o! 
this wonderful quadruped, which grows 
fat on tlie tender shoots of tho Arctic 
willow, and ploughs up tho snow for 
moss and lichens. 


Of all parts of tho earth tho Antare- 


•tic regions alone are comparatively 
destitute of life. 
Few species of living 


things in the vegetable or animal kiner> 
dom can endure the rigor of the South 
Polar region. 
No terrestrial quad- 


ruped inhabits tho land within the Ant- 
arctic circle, and whales and seals aro 
the only mammals that enter its area. 
Summer in the Arctic regions, with its 
abundant life on land and in the air 
and sea, presents an animated anc 
iChecrful scene compared with tho ut 
ter desolation that reigns perpetually 
in Antarctic waters.—A'. Y. Sun.
